The Doctors’ Bilis, 

WASHINGTON, August 18 —The expenses at- 
tencing the care of the president—the fees to the 
Surgeons Consulting and attendiog—will be very 
large. There are « ther expenses which are also 
large. There is just now no money to pay them 
Under 
the circumstances congress will make an appro 
priation, for no one would insist that tue pre-i- 
dentshould be required to foot the biils. Wheth- 
er there is any grounds for it or not, it is generally 
supposed that both Drs. Aguew aud Hamilton 
will charge $500 per day each for the days they 
have spent and will spend at the white house. 

[Probably the supjosiiion is erroneous. Had 
Drs. Agnewand Hamiitou merely attended in 
consul ation, or to assist in a surgical operation, 
they Would probably have charged #1,000 each for 
twe. days’ service. But, as they bave been called 
io attend upon the president for many days, it is 
more probable that their charges will vot exceed 
-$100 a day each | 

Drs. Bliss and Reyburn will also have large 
bills. Both bave given up most of their outside 
practice. Drs. Barnes and Woodward, being 
underasalary in the army, will not make out 
any bills, though their friends will 
see that they are cared for by a gift, 
Which will be inciuded in the appropriation. 
Mrs. Dr. Edson, the principil : to the presi 
ent, has likewise given up most of ber practice, 
ithOugh she treats a few particular paticnts who 
‘Call at her offive in the early morniug. She has 
made no visits except to treat a child of an inti- 
maie friend, who lives on the borderof the city. 
She usually drives there as she leaves or goes to 
the white house. 

The president has tired of the rum that has 
been given him, and uow takes milk plain. The 
Tokay wine which he had in the early part of 
his illness has run out. The dealer who sent 
this famous wine t© the president also sent a 
case of it two each of the physicians and Mrs, 
Edson, The physicians had a great many 
Callers afterwards, and as a result all the 
wine was drank up. The presidenit’s wine was 
also consumed in some mysterious way, 
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though he did not drink a pint of it altogether. 


Mrs. Edson saved her wiae, not being a consumer 
-ol the article, and now each day she takes a small 
portion tothe white house for the use of the 
president, but takes particular paius to hide the 
bottle. The supply that she has will keep the 
president in wine for six months, as he uses but 
little each day. It would not last a week, how- 
ever, if it Was known where she hides the bottic.

10:30 p. m.—The morning bulletin was gener 
ally conceded at the executive mansion to be the 
most favorable which has been issued since the 
prisident’s relapse. Dr. Aguew’s departure for 
Philadelphia on the limited ex press 
proved to be a signal for decidedly 
better feeling in all quarters, and has con- 
vinced many doubtful ones that the case was 
progressing satisfactorily> Previous to leaving 
the white house the docter assured Mrs. Garfield 
that he did noi consider his presence necessary, 
as everything was golngon as well as possible 
This acknowledgement from the consu!ting sur- 
geon wes looked upon as an extremely favorable 
indication, aud all who heard of it exeprienced 
renewed hope, and viewed the situation as being 
undeniably better than could reesonably have 
been expected twenty-four hours earlier. 
The patient has been improving ever since 
the first teaspoonful of bpourishment was 
taken, and this fact was proven by 
his firmer pulse. Before the noon bulletin was 
jesued the president had partaken of koumiss on 
four different occasions, and expressed a desire 
for more. Ol! course the nourishment was ad 
roinistered ip very small quantities. Previous to 
giving the first quantity of koumirs Mrs. Garfield 
was sitting by the patient’s bedside, when he ex- 
pressed himself as feeling comparatively well, 
and inquired if it was not desired to try the 
strength of his stomach by permitting him to 
have nourishment, and expressed a wish fer kou- 
miss, whereupon his wife gave him the 
first potion. The fact of the president hav- 
ing suggested the administration of nourishment 
is considered by the attending surgeons as an indi 
cation that irritability of the stomach is subsid- 
ing, and that in consequeuce the patient com- 
mences to crave food. Considerable anxiety was 
exhibited about half-past twelve o'clock on ac- 
count of a slight delay in the noon bulletin. The 
contents of the bulietin. when it was read in 
Private Secretary Brown's room at a quarter past 
one o’clock, did not allay the anxiety because of 
the announcement it contained in reference to 
(be inflammation of the parotid gland, and uatil 
the assurances of the consulting and attending 
surgeons were obtained to the contrary, 
great apprehension was felt ihat 
Lew and serious complications had been 
encountered. Dr. Hamilton was the first of the 
surgeons applied to for information regarding the 
inflamed gland, but beyond the statement that it 
was nothing serious, the dector was disinclined 
to talk. He iniimated that he could not 
explain the affection to a non- 
professional in the brief time he had at his 
disposal, and left with the remark that it was 
nothing to cause alarm. When Dr. Bliss left the 
mansion, about 2:45 p.m., he was met at the front 
entrance by several members of the press. His 
attention was called to the various rumors which 
had been circulated since the midday bulletin 
was issued, in connection with the inflammation 
of the president’s parotid gland. These rumors 
were to the effect thatit was an indication of 
prwmia,low fever and other complications of 
a more or less serious nature and also that morti- 
fieation had setin, andthe doctor said thatit 
was very curious to him that in view of the fact 
that pycemia was such a specific disease that some 
people will insist that the president has it, while 
the attending surgeons have thus far been una- 
ble to discover any indicationsjof it whatsoever. 
“This inflammation,’’ the doctor continued, "is 
uot unusual in cases where the patient has be- 
come greatly debilitated. I have seen itin many 
cases of gunshot wounds.”’ 
“Then it ls pot pyzemia, doctor?’ 
“Oh, no,” 
‘Ts itanu indication of fever, 
wise ?’’ 
“Not at all, sir. It isan affection which 
not cause the slightest alarm.’’ 
The doctor with this remark stepped into the 
carriage and drove off. These assurances of the 
attending surgeons were placed on the hewspaper 
bulletin boards throughout toe city and carried 
by one person to another io such an exteit 
during the early afternoon that the extreme anx- 
isty occasioned by the announcement of the 
fact of the inflammation of the gland diminished 
very considerably before night. 
General Swaim—Inasmuch as the president has 
retained ihe koumiss he has taken to-day, his 
stomach is proven to be gradually strengthening, 
aid this being the case, it is my opinion that the 
crisis has been passed, and the patient will Low 
continue to improve.

PROFESSOR KING'S COMING VOYAGE 


His New-Fashioned Balloon Almost Oompleted— 
Aa Ascent to bs Made at Minneapolis to De- 
monstrate the Existencs of an Easterly 
Movement of the Atmosphere.

“Positively no admittance. Go to the 
rear door.’ This was the placard at the 
entrance of a wayside building out at 
Haverford road and Seventy-sixth street. 
Thrr+ was nothing about the building that 
sugzested any cause fer mystery. It wasa 
long, low, white washed, factory like struct- 
ure, built on the edge of a wooded stream, 
its one side brushing the clay bank of 
custy Haverford road where it disappears 
from the city line, on its way out on the 
farthest verg2 of Haddington. 7

sisted and looking down he saw a pair of 
mild, protesting eyes and red-bearded face 
raised toward him, the owner of which was 
squatted in front of a large iron pot, in 
which he had been in the act of stirring 
some black, sticky compound which 
emitted the powerful but unmistakable 
odor of India rabber. 
_ ‘Professor King,’’ said the reporterin the 
gled voice of recognition, before the pro- 
fessor had time to filea single word in pro- 
test of the violation of the precept of the 
placard. The suspicious, questioning ex- 
pression went out-of the professor’s face, 
and instead there was the light of recegni- 
tion and welcome. 

“How do you do?” said the professor cor- 
dially, getting up. ‘Come in.”’ 

Formalities over, the professor was re- 
minded of his promise of several months 
ago to have completed about this timea 
mammoth balloon with which tv demon- 
strate the theory that the atmosphere is 
governed by a constant movement from the 
westward to the eastward, and, having once 
established this, show conclusively that an 
a2eronaut may cross the Atlantic ocean in 
a balloon, provided itis large enough and 
is made of the right cloth to resist leakage of 
gas. 

“Did you come from my other place?” 
asked the professor, resuming his stirring 
of the black mixture, which proved to be 
rubber cement in the process of manufac- 
ture, or, in other words, ladies’ gossamer 
cloth in its incipient stage. 

“No,’ said the newsman. 
know you had another place,”’ 

“This is my factory,’ said the professor, 
‘“‘where I make my rubber cloth, gossamer 
and other material, but my workshop 1s 
over at Fifty-second street and Lancaster 
avenue. There's where I’m making my 
new balloon. I’m going over there my 
self in a few minutes, and if you don’t 
mind a walk we can talk while we go 
over.” 

The repo: ter did not mindthe walk. The 
professor, stirring the mixture until it be- 
came thick and piichy, then took out his 
stick, and calling a workman told him to 
bring the pot and its contents to the other 
shop when he came, and forthwith started 
out. It would take a book to contain all 
the professor said about his coming experi- 
ments and what he expected to demonstrate, 
The first thing to be done is to ascertain as 
a tact whether the atmosphere as a whole 
does move from the westward to the east- 
ward. This is to be done by a series of voy- 
anges in the ‘Great Northwest,’’ which the 
professor in about three weeks will inaugu- 
rate. If this is established, the next step 
will be to find what sort of a balloon wiil 
de necessary to cross the Atlantic in. The 
balloon which the wronaut is now building’ 
and which he expects to complete this 
week is different from any other balloon 
ever built in America. 

‘You saw that gossamer cloth at my fac- 
tory,’’ said the professor, as with his visitor 
he walked along. ‘Weil, I take two thick- 
nesses of that cioth, eitherof which is im- 
permeable to gas,and I cement them to- 
wether face to face. There I have double 
thickness of doubly-impermeable material, 
aud outof this 1 am making my balloon.” 

At Park Haji, second story, where the 
balloon sailor has his workshop, a busy 
scene was presented. The great, long hall 
was littered wiih pieces of gossamer canvas; 
six sewing womea sat before six sewing 
(umchines stitching the pieces together; six 
workmen with pots of India rubber ce- 
raent and brushes were at work stretching 
Jvut long sections of the balloon on the floor 
and cementing the seams as fast as they 
were sewn together. Coat after coat is given 
to each seam so a#s to insure them against 
the possibility of leakirg The long sides 
of the balloon, stretched out on the floor, 
gave one a vast idea of its proportions when 
completed. 

‘“)he balloon,” said the professor, ‘‘will 
be 95 feet long and 190 feet in circumfer- 
ence, and will havea capacity for 100,000 
feet of gas, The material outof which it 
will be made is almost the same kind that 
was used in the great Paris balloon which 
served for captive ascensions during the 
Paris expusition in 1878. That was the 
largest balicon ever made, having @ capac 
ity for 850,000 feet ot gas. ‘There is not the: 
least doubt on my wind whatever but that 
balloon would have enabled a person to 
safeiy cross the ocean, provided this easter- 
ly tendeucy of the atmosphere is a fact.” 

The main dittereuce between Professor 
King’s balloon aud the Paris balloon—size 
out of the question—is that the former’s 
balloon will be much lighter proportionate- 
ly than was the latter. The buiider of the 
Paris balloon used four or five sides of rub- 
ber material cemented together, while Pro- 
fessor King uses buttwo. He expects great 
things of this airship. If it can be proven 
that this easterly movement of the body of 
the atmosphere exists,then it will be clear to 
him that with the rizht sort ofa balloon one 
taay cross the Atlantic. He will likely then 
organize a steck company or interest capi- 
talists in the matter one way or the other, 
and construct an immense: balloon, replete 
in every detail, for the perilous undertak- 
ing in which he expects to figure. He does 
not believe balloons will ever be usefal fox 
purposes of conveyance, That, he thinks, 
is not their legitimate sphere The future 
of the balloon, he thinks, lies in its use in 
solving meteorological problems which can- 
not be reached by any other means. All 
talk of using them for conveyances he bes 
lieves is foolishness. . 

Professor King’s inaugural voyage will be 
made from Minneapo!is, Minnesota, during 
the progress of a great fair there on the 7th 
of September. Aiready all the arrange- 
ments have been made, and the managers 
of the fair have advertised the thing widely. 
He has already sent on his carand netting 
aud expects to follow in two weeks. The 
voyage is bound to make a sensation in the 
west, as representatives of leading newspa-

GULTEAU’S ATTACK, 


“I didn’t 


Why the Prisener Became so Desper- 
ate. 

Wasuinetox, August 18,—It is said now 
that the warden of the jail here not only 
concealed the facts, but misrepresented 
them about the assault of Guiteau on the 


and of having permitted him toget posses- 

sion of adeadly weapon. Warden Crocker 

was interviewed about the affair, and made 

the following statement: 
“There is not much of it,” 

“About 4:30 o'clock this 

was 
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assage. There is the dead wall, which the 

ullet struck when the pistol was dis- 
charged, Ithit the wall that separates ihe 
passages. The guard, when hesaw Guiteau 
at the window, thought his actions werea 
little unusual, and went in to ascertain 
what Guiteau was about. Guiteau says 
that he did not intend to burt the guard. 
When he clinched McGill another guard 
came to his assistance.”’ 

“Did the siraggie last long?’ asked the 
reporter. 

‘‘No; it was all over in half a minute— 
quicker than it has taken to tell it; bat 
before they were parted the pistol was dis- 
charged,”’ 

“The assault, then, was made by Gui- 
teau ?’’ 

“Yes: as the guard went into the cell 
Goiteau turned upon him and clinched 
with him.” 

“Has Guiteau been at all morose or 


silent?’ inquired the reporter. 


‘No; there has been no manifestation or 
appearance of moroseness. Yesierday he 
was alittie more excited than he has been 
for twoorthree weeks. In fact, he was con- 
siderably excited.”’ 

“Do you think he knows anything about 
the president’s condition ?,’ 

‘He had no news from the president at 
all, so faras we know He may have im- 
azined that the president was worse, but he 
had no actual knowledge of the president’s 
coadition.”’ 

“Does Gu.teau say anything about the 
assault?’’ 

“No; I went into the cell before I left the 
jail last night, and had a conver:a ion with 
him. That wasabout seven o'clock. He 
was somewhat excited, perhaps, but ex- 
pressed himself as feeling very weil. I 
told him to quiet down, get into bed and 

0 tosleep. He said that he felt as weil as 

e ever didin hislife. I noticed, as I have 
stated, that he was a little excited. His 
conduct was a little unusual.”’ 

‘How is he now?” inquired the reporter. 

‘“‘He is calm and quiec this morning, and 
says that he did not intend to hurt the 
guard. 

“Has he made noexplanation whatever?”’ 

“No; be has said nothing I think he 
was offended because the guard entered 
his cell soabruptly. I do not think he 
was trying toipjare himself or get out of 
hiscell. There was no weapon cf any kind 
or description found. He would make no 
attempt to escape. It would be just as 
futile asan attempt to jump over the 
moon. He hasno means witn which to 
attem pt to escape.”’ 

‘‘Has any more rigorous measures been 
taken since this attempt?’ 

“The guards look after him constantly, 
but no more constantly than before, to pre- 
vent him from injuring himeelf.”’ 

‘The only way he could ivjure himself,’’ 
said Captain Vernon, who was standing by, 
‘would be by hanging himself, tearing up 
his bed clothing for a halter.”’ 

‘‘He has not torn his blanket or clothing 
or anything,” said the warden. ‘He is 
constantly uoder the eyes ofthe guards. I 
suppose his nervous condition might have 
made him a little restless, and when the 
guard went in to see him, I suppose Gui- 
teau thought it an intrusion and clinched 
with him. He imagined the guard had no 
business there, perhaps.’ 

“Then,” said the reporter, “there is noth- 
ing in the shoe-shank story’”’ 

“When he came to the jail he had a pair 
of shoes like these,’’ said the warden point-~ 
ing to hisown. ‘“‘They were taken from him, 
aud we gave him a pair of jail shoes, which 
have no shanks.”’ 

“Did he say nothing tothe guard? Did 
he not swear at him or something?”’ 

“He said nothing. He never does curse 
and has never been known to use a profane 
word.’’ 

In the face of this positive denial, Mc- 
Gill, the guard who was assaulted, says 
that he went to Guiteau’'s ceil and noticed 
that he was apparently paring his nails. 
McGill, thinking that. he may have made 
some preparation to hang himself, went in 
aod asked, “‘What have you been do- 
ing?’ 

Guiteau replied, “‘Nothing, nothing.’ 
Noticing the knife, he asked what he was 
doing with it. He replied, ‘‘so help me 
God, I have none.’ McGill then said, *‘drop 
it,’ in acommanding tone, when Guiteau 
jumped upand madea cut but McGill 
ihrew his head back and the knife cut the 
lapel of his coat. Guiteau was as 
nimbleas acat. McGill pulled his revol- 
ver out, but did not cock it, and Guiteau 
then tussled for its possession, exclaiming, 
‘“Den’t shoot me.’’ McGill then cocked 
the pistol,and he said “Give me my pis- 
tol,”’ and finally got hold of it, but not till 
it went off. The pistol was not then 
cocked, and he succeeded in keeping 
Guiteau from firing it. Guards Dutton 
and Jones, by this time, had appeared and 
Guiteau was secured. They then searched 
for the knife, and seeing something under 
his foot, pickedit up. It was what is 
technically known injail parlance as ‘a 
cheeser,”’ made of a stee! shack of a shoe, 
five or six inches long, ground down toa 
good edge, with paper and twine wrapped 
arouud one end as a handle. 

Another of the guards states positively 
that Guiteau had a knife and tried to cut 
McGill. Meantime, Guiteau remains in his 
prison cell. So far as known, he is igno- 
rant of the condition of the president. He 
occupies the cell in which he was first 
piaced, which is so situated that whenever 
he comes to the window he is seen by one 
or more of the jail officers, and by a soldier 
stationed fifteen feet from it. Whenever 
the prisoner goes to the door he is seen by 
the officer in charge of the gate and also by 
a soldier stationed near it, and by other offi- 
cers in direct line of vision. He is so 
situated, however, that he may be out of 
sight of those outside of that wing, but for 
the rules requiring frequent inspections by 
the officers. There are but short periods of 
time when he is nut seen by some of the 
officers. He is not improving in looks, 
however, and itis said by a few people 
who have seen him lately to have the cut 
ofa pirate. His unpreposessing look, 
aided by his style of dress—black panis 
with a colored woolen undershirt—help 
to give him a look of a desperado. In 
conversation, however, his voice is rather 
soft and low, and his words are well 
chosen. 

Guiteau considers his escape very fortu- 
nate, and when the guard said in his pres- 
ence that he had thought the pistol shot 
“had settled the dog,” he replied: ‘My 
dear sir, that is too important a subject 
for joking. Life is valuable.” The start~ 
liog episode created intense excitement at 
the jail. Mr. McGill, the guard, told a 
Critic reporter, this morning, that he sup- 
posed Guiteau thought the president 
was dead and took this means of 
proving his insanity most  conciu- 
sively. The guard who was attacked is a 
beavy built man of kind, pleasant 
manners, and against whom, personally, 
Guiteau could have had no bitter feeling. 
The success of the plao to kill the guard 
would not have given Guiteau any chance 
to escape, and so that motive could not 
have prompted the deed. The guards at 
the jail are reticent and refuse positively 
to say anything on the subject of Guiteau’s 
atiack On the jailer. Assoon as the facts 

made known, a rter made 


thorough investigation will be ordered by 
General Crocker at once and all the facts 
brought out. The guard of soldiers at the 
jail bas been doubled, and now consists of 
twenty men and three commissioned offi-

WHAT THE PEOPLE ARE DOING 


Beatal Marder of a Respectable Lady 
in Gwinnett Oounty—The Jackson- 
ville. Alabama, Murder— 
Topics in General.

LAWRENCEVILLE, August 17.—The Herald 
of this place gives the following details of 
an atrocious murder: About four miles 
and a half above Lawrenceville, near Pros- 
pect church, is the quiet home of Mrs. 8. C. 
Stevenson, the widow of Van Stevenson, 
who died ten or tweive years ago The 
family consists of Mrs Stevenson and her 
son about twelve years ofare. She was the 
daughter of Dr: Lemuel Jackson who died 


.at Suwanee several years since. 


After the death of her husband the widow 
remained on her little hom:stead and 
struggled along, making a living for her~ 
self and son on their quiet little farm. She 
was a kind-hearted, ivdustrious and fru- 
gal woman and enjoyed the confidence of 
the community and of the church of which 
shewasa member. And it seems that 
there could be nothing to have induced the 
terrible crime committed last Monday when 
she was deliberately shot down in her 
house by some cowardly assassin who, 
taking advantage of her lonely condition 
when even her little boy was away, cau- 
tiously approached to within twenty feet 
and shot her down like a dog. 

On that morning she was engaged in 
washing at the well near the house and 
making preparations for the camp meeting 
which is to begin this week. Her little son 
was about there until after nine o’clock, 
when he took bis gun and went around the 
fields hunting squirrels. Left alone, she 
continued at her work until almost half 
after ten o’clock, when she repaired to the 
house tocommence dinner. The residence 


has a back room in which she cooks, 
the rear door of which opens near 
the stove. Just inthe rearofthis room 
and about twenty feet from it is the smoke 
house, She had prepared to build a fire ip 
the stove, and broughtin a shovel full of 
coals from the wash place and was putting 
them in it. Standing in front of 
the stove she was nearly opposite the open 
door, through which the would be assassin 
fired with a shot gun orarmy musket 
('hree balls struck her just below the arm 
and passed through her body. She fell back 
wards to the floor and as she fell the party 
who did the shooting ran across the yard 
and came in plain view. The firing of the 
gun foilowed by her screams attracted the 
attentiou of Messrs McGee and Terry, who 
were at work at the graveyard three or four 
hundred yards distant. They immediately 
ran to her assistance and found her lymg 
ou the floor with the blood pouring from 
the wounds, They immediately raised 
her up and laid her on the bed 
and one of them started for a physician. 
Fortunately Dr. Mitchell was passing near 
the house and was called in at once and did 
all that medical skill could do to give her 
relief. The news spread rapidly and in a 
short time the neighborhood bad gathered 
there. 

The excitement and indignation of the 
crowd was wrought up to a high pitch, and 
as soon as her wounds were dressed, the 
tirst inquiry was who could have been 
guilty of this horrible crime. She stated 
promptly and confidently that Eibert Sie- 
venson shot her. That she saw him a short 
distance from the house about an hour be- 
fore the shooting and knew him well. That 
just as the gun fired he ran across the yard 
from near the corner of the smoke house 
withaguninhis hand and she recognized 
him as he was in plain view and only a few 
feet away. That he had threatened her 
life sometime since. This statement she 
repeated to all who asked her even 
to the mother and relatives of 
the accused. Mr. Hilliard Jackson, Mr. 
Fountain and others immediateiy started 
to apprehend theaccused. They found him 
at the camp ground about two miles off and 
at once put him under arrgst and sent to 
town to obtain a warrant. He was after- 
wards placed in charge of Sheriff Patter- 
son, who held the warrant, and was 
carried back tothe scene of the crime, 
but the wounded woman  as_ she 
lay writhing in pain and not expecting to 
live until night, declined to see bim, aad 
he was brought to town and lodged in jail 
to await the resultof the injuries before a 
committing trial is held 

Eibert Stevenson is about thirty years 
of age and was raised in the neighborhood 
He isa nephew by marriage of the woman 
shot. After he came of age he lived with 
his widowed aunt twoyears. Four or five 
years ago he married Miss Spencer, and 
settled within aboat half a mile of his 
aunt’s, where he still lives. Heisa mem- 
ber of the church and has borne the char 
acterof aquiet and orderly citizen. 

If he is guilty of this dastardly crime, one 
of the most cowardly and horrible that has 
ever disgraced the criminal annals of Gwin- 
nett county, there must be some motive at 
present unknown. For surely no sane 
man could deliberately assassinate an inof 
fensive woman, his own atiot, without there 
had been some powerful incentive to have 
urged him on to the bloody work. 

The case will be very thoroughly and 
fully investigated and the truth fully de 
veloped, Sievensou protests his inpo- 
cence and she persistently asserts his guilt, 
and an impartial court and jury must pass 
upon the case 

When Dr. Mitchell arrived he thought 
she would hardly live until night, and the 
suffering woman was resigned to die. That 
night she bad improved some, and there is 
a faint hope that she may live, although 
the chances are against her.

Baitimore American. 

As the season for shipment of the new cotton 
crop approaches, exporters in the southern sea- 
ports are makiug preparations for a very active 
business during the fall months. In the past day 
or two ,the demand for steamers to load cotton 
at Savannah and Charleston has been quite brisk, 
resulting in the charter of the steamships Alicia, 
Royal Minstrel, Lady Travers, Spartan, Cyprus, 
ad a sixth, the name of which cannot be learn- 
The first four steamers are now bound to 
B.ltimore with iron ore, while the other two 
are at presentin port. The rate of fr ight paid 
was reporied to have been about 4 of a cent per 
pound, These vessels will all ieave this port in 
ballast a8 soon as their inward cargoes of ore are 
discharged, and they will probably be followed 
by a number of others, as the demand to load 
cotton is still active, while there is ecarcely any 
demand, even at the extremely low rates cur- 
rent, to load grain at Baltimore. At the corre- 
sponding time last year the amountof tonuage in 
port and bound here was about double what it is 
now; but there was an abundance of business for 
every vessel, and for steamers to load grain 63 64 
was the rate, while yesterday the nominal rate 
was 4s 9d, with only one charter made.

No adequate idea of the extent and sc:pe of the 
buildings and grounds can be given by writing. 
They must be seen to be appreciated, and even 
then, unless seen in company with some one 
who can detail the whole plan and give some 
idea of how the grounds will look when finished, 
the spectator will fall far short of realizing what 
it isto be. 

It is hardly enough to say that the south has 
never seen anything t» equal the preparations 
that are being made for this exposition. The 
main building itself, a monster 720 feet in length, 
aud with a tower in the center ninety-six feet 
square and wings extending for over 400 feet, is 
less than one-half of the floor space of the other 
buildings. When the exposition was first 
projected it was thought that this 
building would b? immensely too 
large, and yet a month ago it was seen that it 
would not accommodate one-half of the exhibit- 
ors. A building 200 feet long has been devoted 
to the railroad exhibits alone, and now an annex 
is called for to this only to accommodate the Texas 
Pacific, which applies for more space. It has 
been determined to put the art exhibits in a huge 
building which will be made by anuexing the 
two main exhibition buildings of the 
old fair association by & grand 
central annex and the applications tor space are 
coming in so rapidiy that it is thought now that 
it will be necessary to extend this so as to take in 
the three large buildings formerly used at our 
fairs. The great hall for receptions and speaking, 
whichis two be ove hundred feet square, has not 
been commenced yet, and many other buildings 
have not had their foundations put. 


Will the Batidings be Ready? 

There are now but thirty-three working days 
until the opening of the exposition, and it looks 
to be incredible that the vast amount of 
work thatis to bedonecan be crowded within 
20 short a space. There are, however, several hun- 
dred men at work, the lumber for the building 
is sawed in proper lengths by a steam saw mill on 
the grounds that is run night and day, it 
is carmed into place ona special track that 
runs through the grounds and the most perfect 
system prevails in every department of work. 
The main exposition building wili be ready by 
the 15th of September, which will give exhibitors 
two weeks to arrange their exhibits. One wing 
of this building will be ready in a very few days 
and the installation committee has been notified 
already of several shipments of goods 
for exhibition. The other buildings will proba- 
bly be completed by the 26th tothe 30th of Sep- 
tember, which will give from five to ten days for 
the arrangement of exhibits. The amount of 
laboratthe command of the contractors and 
heads of departmentson the grounds, is simply 
without limit. The forceofmen now at work 
can be doubled without serious tronble or with~ 
out any material advance in the price. The heads 
of departments have been well chosen and each 
man is responsible forhisown work. The deco~ 
ration of the grounds is proceeding rapidly. 
New roads and promenades being cut, on all sides 
grass having been sown, and preparations for 
fountains and shrubbery being made under the 
direction of Mr Sabin, whois a master in this sort 
of things, he predicts that the grounds in beauty 
wil astonish even the most sanguine, 


The Entertainment of the Crowd. 

A TALK WITH MR. KIMBALL, OF THE PUBLIC 
COMFORT BUREAU. 

Mr. J.C. Kimball, whois at the head of the 
department of public comfort, says: 

‘There is no doubt that there will be enough 
houses registered with me to fairly entertain the 
crowd. I will have my department thoroughly 
organized in few days. and then I 
think there will be enough houses registered to 
take care of all the strangers who can reasonably 
be expected. There is one trouble in the way of 
this private entertsinment that I think you had 
better mention.’’ 

‘What is that?’ 

“It is that most of those who have registered 
their houses have their present figures too high. 
It is manifestly impossible to get three dollars 
a day for ordinary eutertainment at 
private houses, At certain of the best houses 
which are handsomely fitted up, and where the 
entertainment is of the very best and to which 
we wili sead the richest and best people,it would 
be right to charge three dollarsa day for board, 
and that price can be possibly had, but, at the 
ordinary private houses where to such extra in- 
ducements are offered we cannot hope to 
get more than from one dollar to two dollars per 
day. At the centennial, where the crowd was 
unprecedented, the rate of board in private 
houses was two dollars per day,and! do not 
know of any one who paid more than that sum, 
The very best houses were opened and the very 
best board readily obtained at this price. 
I do not, therefore, think it possible for 
Atlanta houses to charge more than this. Aa I 
said before, there may bea f.w placesat which 
three dollars a day could be had, but these are 
very few, and are houses which offer the highest 
inducements.”’ 

‘*Do the people seem to be willing to take less 
than this?’’ 

“I think they will. Of course their ideas were 
set on as high figures as possible, but 
a little thought will convince them thatjthree dol- 
lars is entirely too high for ordinary board at a 
private house. The hotels will hardly charge 
more than this. The very best accommodations 
at the Kimball will not average more than four. 
dollars a day. If the private houses put the rates 
at froma dollar anda half to two dollars a day 
we can count on having a crowd during the 
three months. Ifthey put it at higher figures 
there will be dissatisfactioa, and the crowd will 
drop off the first week or two. At these figures 
itseems tome any housekeeper can provide ex 
cellent entertainments, and still make enough to 
provide for her table. Atadollar and a half a 
day a couple would pay ninety dollars a 
month and occupy one room. An 
ordinary house that has three 
rooms to spare can thus get an income of $270 a 
month and have six people to feed. This ought 
to be done in good style for $150 a month added 
to the usual cost of living for the family. This 
will leave $120 a month to pay for the trouble, 
Of course some of the best class of houses 
will command more than this. I 
think you may safely say that 
we will bave enough houses registered to 
entertain all the crowds that willcome. Some. 
of the very best people in the city Dave called on 
me already,and have put their housesin my 
h ands,”’

The Sparta Ishmaelite comes to the 
front with a very eloquent protest against 
the present lease system.

The Philadeiphia Sensation. 

It is a very significant fact, and one to 
which we desire to call the attention of 
the intelligent colored people of Georgia, 
that the appointment of two negro po 
licemen by the democratic mayor of 
Philadelphia has created a great sensa- 
tion not only in that city but in all parts 
ofthe north.

THE FANCY FIGURES 


At Which Americans Must Live Next 
Year. 

The steady advance in hog and bominy 
during the few days just past has been the 
leading subject of discussion among our 
people. Some thought it was forced up by 
corners, and frequently one cause and then 
another was given for the advanée. On in- 
vestigating the subject the true reason for 


the rapid advance is apparent to every 
thinking man. We have had during the 
summer all over the United States an un- 
precedented drouth. It has affected the 
corn crop in the west more than any crop 
for years. The news from all parts of the 
west indicates a very short crop of corn. 

Yesterday we me. Mr John N. Dunn, of 
the firm of Dunn, Alexander & Co, 
who has just returned from a trip 
north and west. Mr. Dunn 
weot from bere to New York, and from 
there to Canada, returning home by way of 
Detroit, through Chicago and through the 
states of illinois, Kentucky, Tennessee to 
Atlanta. 

In conversation witha representative of 
Tue Constitution yesterday he said: 

“The dry weather has literally burnt up 
the corn in the greater part of the country 
through which I passed. { was informed 
also by the train men and Pullman conduct 
ors who run between Cairo and New Orleans 
that the corn crop was wholly ruined by the 
drouth all the way from L[linois down 
to New Orleans. 1 saw thousands of acres 
ot corn in the heart of the state of Illinois 
which could not yield apeck of corsa to 
theacre. Io western Kentucky, west Ten- 
nessee and middie Tennessee the prospect 
is some better, but one-fourth of the 
usual yield willcertainiy be as much 4&s 
will be boused ofthe corn cropof 188] 
The corncrop ofthe United Sates was 
never before so completely biasted.’’ 

‘How are prices in view of the failure in 
the crop?’ 

‘The present appreciation in breadstuffs 
is an evidence of the fact thatthe American 
people do not realize the extent of the de 
privation which is looking them in the 
face. From what I can learn Indiana has 
suffered almost as much as Illinois, and I 
am convinced that the biasted sections of 
the west will need the entire surplus made 
in that partof the country.’’ 

‘That will seriousiv interfere with the 
plars of the south, will it not?’ 

“Yes,and next spring andsummer we must 
look only to the south for the leading field 
crops. It is the great duty of the farmers 
and planters of our section to grow ail 
manner of crops this fall which will feed 
man or beast.’’ 

“Do you look for fancy prices?” 

“IT think corn inthe city of Atlanta on 
the first day of next March will be consid 
ered cheap at a dollar and a half a bushel 
and meat and flour will also go at fancy 
prices. The truth is, and I give it to you 
solely because I feel that I ought to, is thas,

AT THE STATION HOUSE. 


The Business Brought Befvure the 
Municipal Offic ers. 


Among the entries made yesterday on 
the criminal register at the station house 
was ove for murder, the parties accused 


being Millie Bryant and Laura Bryant, two 
colored women who reside at No. 143 Mark- 
bam street. : 

Eariy in the morning, Captain Aldridge 
was approached by an old colored woman 
who said that she resided on Markbam 
street, ar.d that in the house next to her’s 
was the body of an infant that has been 
killed by its mother and grand-mother, 
Laura and Mile Bryant, soon after its 
birth the day before. The old woman 
further said that the Bryants after killing 
the child had secreted the body undera bed 
in the mother’s room and that they re- 
fused to allow asy one to enter the 
house. 

The story induced the police officer to 
visit the place designated for the purpose 
of investigating the matter. Soon 
aiter reaching the neigh borhoud 
in which the Bryants live, the 
officer met several women who 
reported the same story. Finally No, 143, 
the place of the alleged murder, was 
reached, but when the officers attempted 
to enter the bouse he met with a protest 
from Millie Bryant. To this Captain 
Aldridge paid bu: little attention, and en- 
iering the house demanded to be shown the 
dead body of thechild. Aftersome delay 
Millie puiled a bundle from under the bed 
in which Laura was resting, and unrolling 
it exposed tothe view of the officer the 
naked body of a new-born male child. 

in reply to the officer’s questions the 
women said that the child was boro the 
evening previous between 1 and 2 o'clock, 
and that it was dead at its birth, and in sup 
portof their story exhibited the following 
purial certificate given by Dr. G. W. Gard- 
ner, the at.ending physician: 

This is to certify that the deceased, a male 
child, was stiii born. Laura Bryant, liviug at 
No. 143 Markham street, city of Atlanta, was ils 
mother. Fatherunkuown Atlanta, August 17, 
1881. G. W. GaRpDngEs, M. D., 

Attending Physician. 

After reading the certificate Captain 
Aldridge asked the women why they did 
not have the child buried, to which they 
replied by,saying that they intended to take 
it to Marietta for interment the next day. 
(he geveral appearance of thiogs and the 
conduct of the women induced the captain 
to doubt their story, and in order to be on 
the safe side he at once sent for Coroner 
Hilburn, to whom he gave the kuowiledge 
in his pussessioa. 

The coro:.er, after bis arrival, caused the 
body to be examined. On the back of its 
head, near the left ear, was found several 
bruises whilt a dark mark surrounded iis 
neck. This the coroner construed to be ev- 
idence of violence, and in order to ascer- 
tain the correctness of his suspicion he 
at once caused a jury to be impadelled and 
ihe witnesses procured 

Miliie Brya::', the grandmother of the 
infant, was the tirst to testify. She swore 
that she was present when the 
child was born and that it was 
dead. She stated that her daughter, Laura 
Bryant, had been sick for some time, aod 
thac Dr. Gardner bad been treating her for 
dropsy. She alsosaid thay the doctor was 
pres-n afew hours before the cbild was 
poru and that when he left he ivstructed 
them torend for bim during the evening 

Laura Bryant, the mother, testified that 
ibe child was dead it its birth. 

Dr. Gardver testified that he had been 
trea‘ing Laura Bryant, the mother of the 
child, for dropsy since the middie of June 
jast; that ne was not present when the child 
was born, but that he had seen it and be- 
lieved it to have been dead at its birth. He 
therefore gave the burial certificate, 

Dr. Boring, aided by Drs. E. W. and E J. 
Roach, then made, in compliance with the 
demands of the corouer, an autopsy. The 
result of their labors established conctlu- 
sively the fact that the child was alive atits 
birth, 

fhe jury in a few minutes returoed the 
following verdict: 

ATLANTA, Ga., August 18, 1881.—We, the jury 
impauoneled and swora to inquire into the cause 
of the death of an infant male child, lying before 
us dead, fiud from the evidence adduced that it 
came to its death by violence at the hands of 
Miilie Bryant aud Laura Bryaut—the mother of 
the child—and we recommend that they be er-

THE BORDER TROUBLES. 
_ 
A Terribie Story of Crime and Suffer- 
ings. 
Special dispatch to The Constitution. 

[San Francisco, August 18.—A Tombstone 
dispatch says the Epitaph contains the fol- 
lowing particularsof the border troubles: 
“A party consisting of William Long, Dick 
Gray, Jim Crane, Charles Snow, Thomas 
D Clinton, William Berers and Henry 
Earnshaw, camped last Saturday night in 
Guadaloupe canon, about 11 miles east of 
Com bstone, very near to the Mexican line 
Early Saturday morning the 
arty were attacked by Mexicaus 
and Long, Gray, Crave, Snow and Clintoa 
were killed. Berers escaped with a wound 
in the abdomen, while Earnshaw ran free 
amidst a shower of bullets. It is estimated 
that the Mexican party numbered from 25 
to30 men. The co.dition of the camp in- 
dicated that the attack was made just as tLe 
murdered men were getting up. Ose had 
evidently been killed while yet lying down. 
Crane was a fugitive from justice. He was 
an outiaw, and the six’ builets 
that struck him were well expended. 
Long was a man cof about tweaty-two 
years of age and had been in that section of 
cououwy with cattle about three month:.

Diminution of Exchanges in the 
Leading Wities, 

New York, August 18.—From the Pub- 
lic: I'he shrinkage of business which is ex- 
pected in August, comes this yearin New 
York, but thus far at bardly any other city. 
[t is a curious circumstance that the same 
phenomena was observed in exchanges for 
the second week in August, last year, 
so that the remarks made August 
19, 1880, apply equally well, to-day, viz: 
‘The exchanyes for the second week in Au- 
gust are surprising only in the emaliness of 
transactions in this city. Not for a long 
time have exchanges here been as small as 
they were last week. The other reporis 
show a continuance of healthy busi- 
ness. All the large cities give in‘ ex- 
changes more than the average advance iu 
prices. The exchanges have not been as 
small at any other time since September as 
they were last week. Meanwhile Baltimore 
is the only considerable city which does not 
show an increase of exchanges greater than 
the average advances in prices, and the 
business of that city appesrs to have 
been diminishing for some weeks 
past. The exchanges for the week 
ending August 6 at San Francisco, and 
August 13 eisewhere, have been New York, 
$625,048 774; Boston, $75 865,999; Philadel- 
phia, $44,048,755; Chicago, $48,920,432; 
St. Lous, $16, 878 385; Cincinnati, 
$14,466,300; Baltimore, $14, 112,460; 
San Francisco, $11 276,700; Lou- 
isville, $6665 694; Milwaukee, $6,617 412; 
Pittsburg, $6,472,501; New Orleans, $5,949, - 
025; Providence, $3,571. 300; Kansas City, 
$2,699,200; Cleveianu, $1,869,393; Indian- 
apolis, $1,772,834;- Hartforu, $1488 705; 
New Haven, $977,554; Worcester, $631,790; 
Lowell, $473,152; total, $885,296,473. Out- 
side of New York, $260,247,699. 

At New York the increase is not due to 
sales of stock, which were smaller last week 
than for the corresponding week last year, 
the net exchanges being about $474 362,574 
The heavy transactions in grain at bigh 
prices are reflected in exchan- 
es at Chicago, Milwaukee,  S8t. 
suis and Kansas Oity, but Pittsburg and 
some other manufacturing points are 
making large returns. The state of trade 
appears to be unusually active for the 
season at almost all points, and generally 
healthy, except as speculation in grain 
teods to mischief. There is the same 
widely distributed and steady increase in 
the. volume of- business which ap- 
peared at this time last year, and 
which proved the begioning of the most 
prosperous balf year in our history. It is 
not impossible, of course, that a change in 
the yield of wheat or corn, or in the finan- 
cial position, may lead to unfavorable re- 
sults, but no indication of such results can 
be found in the movements thus far ob. 
served. The exchanges, in short, present 
no unfavorable symptoms.
